The main subjects under discussion are the future of the Arab refugees 
and the “ internationalisation ” of Jerusalem. As a first step, two separate 
commissions have been set up to deal with these problems. 


No meeting between the delegates hasas yet taken place.

Etheridge, U.S. member of the Commission, in a statement to the Press, 
expressed the hope that the exchange of views might lead to a final peace 


settlement.

PRESIDENTS MEET 
IN WASHINGTON 


Israeli Assurance on 
Holy Places

President Weizmann was the gues: of 
President Truman at a luncheon here on 
Tuesday. Others present included Mr. 
Alban Barkley. the Vice-President; Mr. 
Dean Acheson. Secretary of State: Sena- 
tor Margaret Smith; Mr. Sam Rayburn, 
Speaker of the House of Representatives ; 
and Mr. Eliahu Elath. Israeli Ambassa- 
dor to the United States. 

Dr. Weizmann presented President 
Truman with a bronze plaque contain- 
ing the English version of the Israeli 
Declaration of Independence. “as a 
token of grateful appreciation from the 
Government and people of Israel.” 

After the luncheon, President Weiz- 
mann held a Press conference, at which 
he said that he had discussed privately 
with President Truman. certain Ilsraeli 
problems, including the country’s develop- 
ment and relations with the Arabs. 

Earlier, Dr. Weizmann had attended a 
“ Salute to the President of Israel” din- 
ner at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, New 
York. It was the most brilliant recep- 
tion held in New York for many years 
and 2,300 people paid $250 each (£62)

CONVERTS RETURN TO 
THE FOLD 


Applications in Turkey 


[From our 


A number of applications from con- 
verts wishing to return to the Jewish 
faith, and from Christians wishing to 
become Jews. have recently been referred 
to the Beth Din here. In the majority of 
cases, the applicants wish to emigrate to 
Israel. 

Several similar cases were recently dis- 
posed of. One young man, whose mother 
was a non-Jew. was accepted into the 
Jewish faith—the faith of his father— 
and is to marry a Jewish girl. A Jewish 
woman. divorced from a Mosiem, was 
also allowed to return to the fold. 


HARD BARGAINING 


Israel is clearly facing a most diffi- 
cult political hurdle at the Lausanne 
exchange of views. 

These have started without any of the 
leading personalities; but already on the 
first day they have touched on matters 
which have so far been carefylly omitted 
from the purely military armistice con- 
versations 

The Israclis shook the three-man 
Palestine Conciliation Commission when 
they appeared this morning for the first 
formal talks. The Commissioners found 
that the delegation, consisting of Elias 
Sasson, head of Arab Affairs im the 
Isracli -Foreign Office, and Gershon 
Hirsch, had changed its attitude consider- 
ably. Sasson and Hirsch at first refused 
to have discussions with the Syrian dele- 

tion, which is due to-morrow, until a 
Soomal armistice has been agreed between 
Israc! and Syria. 


“Second Round” Threat 


Next they drew attention to the con- 
tinued publication by prominent Arabs 
of views indicating that there would be 
a “second round” of the war against 
the Jews which would end more fruitfully 
for the Arabs. So long as this sort of 
thing continues. they said, Israel will 
doubt the genuineness of the Arab desire 
for peace, and act accordingly. 

Whether this preliminary “ raising of 
the price ™ by the Israclis is in anticipa- 
tion of hard bargaining to come, or 
whether it marks a new outlook, is not 
yet clear. 

But the Israclis are not the only ones 
to have stiffened thew attitude. The 
Commissi have also shown a marked 
shift im t approach, although there 
ate indications of differendes between 
the views of some of their experts and 
the Commissioners themselves on the 


refugee problem.

The Chief Rabbi, who presided, paid 
a tribute to the founder of the Move- 
ment. the laic Rabbi Dr. Victor Schon- 
feld, who, he said, had had a passion fox 
education. 


Government Aid 


The Government, the Chief Rabb: con- 
tenued, was prepared’ to give active 
couragement to the Jewish Secondary 
Schools Movemem, which recognised 
as an important clement in the educa- 
tional structure of the Metropolis. The 
aim of the Movement was that Jewish 
secondary schools should spread all over 
London. Rabbi Brodie added that he 
was distressed that the East End did not 
have schools of the type of those of the 
Movement. and thai the area was 
neglected religiously. 

Rev. 1. Levy. Senior Jewish Chap- 
lain to the Forces, proposed the toast 
of the guests, coupled with the names 
of Mr. Shinwell, the Mayor of Stoke 
Newington, the Mayor of Hendon, and 
Sir Michael Balcon. Mr. Levy paid 
tribute to Mr. Shinwell and referred to 
the War Office's interest in education.

NAZI FILM CHIEF 
ACQUITTED 


Produced “Jew Suss” 


Veit Harlan, leading film director under 
the Nazi régime, was acquitted by a 
German court at Hamburg, on Saturday, 
of having committed a crime against 
humanity by producing an anti-Semitic 
version of “Jew Siiss.” 

Later, Eastern and Western licensed 
organisations in Berlin joined in protests 
against the acquittal. The “ Victims of 
Fascism “ adopted a resolution stating: 
“We shall not remain siteni on the Har- 
lan verdict. If we do not defend our- 
selves now, Germany will see a develop- 
ment similar to that between 1918 and 
1933—towards fascism.”—( Reuter)

Mr. O. Benammi, President of the 
Diamond Manufacwrers’ Association of 
Israel (and Mayor of Nathanya), arrived 
in this country last week-end together 
with two of his colleagues, Mr. B. Shaffer- 
man and Mr. M. Schein, to discuss the 
future of Israel's diamond industry. 

They met Sir Ernest Oppenheimer, 
Chairman of the World Diamond Syndi- 
cate, on Tuesday afternoon, when they 
were told that the Syndicate would tem- 
porarily suspend sales of rough diamonds 
to Israel. 

In explaining the measures it was in- 
tended to take io save the industry from 
disaster, Sir Ernest said that the Israchi 
industry had been manufaciuring for the

last six months at a loss, working on a 
Government subsidy. Such a policy 
would not. he considered, contributc 
towards recovery. As manufacturers 
continued to lose, prices would tend to 
become lower, and only by stopping the 
supply of rough diamonds could the 
vicious circle be broken. . 

Sir Ernest promised that immediately 
Isracli manufacturers found it possible 
to manufacture on a profit-making basis, 
the Syndicate would resume supplying 
rough diamonds to them. 

{ understand that Israeli manufacturers 
hold stocks sufficient for a month or two. 
If supplies are not resumed by then, the 
industry will cease. 

It appears that the Goveramem sub- 
sidy has enabled the Israch manufac- 
turers ‘to “dump the market "—a Staic 


of affairs which does not exmi in any 
other country. Sir Ernest is taking (this 
step in order to force the industry im 
Israci to fall in line with that of other 
Countries. 

1 learn from a reliable source that Bel- 

jum has not applied for rough diamonds 
or the last two or three months and is 
not egpecied to ask for any for some 
time to come. The industry in Belgium 
is thus in effect closed. Holland, Great 
Britain, and the United States have re- 
ceived negligible quamities of rough 
diamonds. 

While new situation that has been 
created is considered very serious, it is 
still hoped that satisfactory arrangements 
will ultimately -be made to enable the 
diamond industry in Israel to recover and 
to continue smoothly.

had persisted, if not in the Orthodox 
fashion. at amy fate im the conviction 
that, whether one liked it or not, one 
remained a Jew. 
The Ministry of Education, Mr. Shin- 
well continued, had informed him that 
the Jewish Secondary Schools Movement 


of Israel must be fortified financially and 
also morally with the knowledge that 
world Jewry was behind them. 

When they had succeeded, the Jews 
must display humility—not obsequious- 
ness, but they must not be unduly 
arrogant. 

In a reference to anti-Semitism, Mr. 
Shinwell said that in this country, in 
40 years of public life, he had not ex- 

rienced any. The assault of anti- 

itism, he asserted, depended on the 
Capacity to answer back. If he were 
attacked as a Jew, he would not resent 
it, he would be proud of it, for. he 
said. “we have made our contribution 
to the world.” 

If the Jewish Secondary Schools were 
to be entitled to qualify for Ministry 
of Education aid, he continued. they 
must develop in the scientific and recrea-

was mporiant and that application was 
to be made for its transfer to the local 
education authorities, but certain im- 
provements and reconstruction work 
would first have to be carried out. 

He had invoked the aid of the Jewish 
Law io caquip himself for his duties that 
night. said Mr. Shinwell, and he quoted 
from the Ethics of the Fathers (Chap- 
ter i6): 

As to alovs-giving there are four dispositions: 
be who devires to give, bet that others should nor 
give. eye evi) towards what appertains to 
others aime-giving brings blessing to the 
gver); be who desires.that others should give. 
but » not give himeecif, his cye is evil against 
what « hos own: be who gives and wishes others 
Ww give «© a saint; he who will not give and docs 
wien others to give is wicked man.” 


They could, declared Mr. Shinwell, 
place themselves in any one of those 
Categories. 

They were concerned, however, not 
only with Jewish education, but with the 
wider repercussions of the Jewish ques- 
tion. Jewry had emerged from the 
shadows, and that was a great miracle. 
They could attribute that escape to 
obsequiousness or to diplomacy; but he 
preferred to attribute i to the Jew’s 
courage, patience, endurance, and the 
capacity to stand up to opposition. 

John Bright once said: “ Force cannot 
produce a remedy ”; but if ever evidence 
were needed that force could produce a 
remedy, it was in the readiness of Jewry 
to hight for what it thought worth while. 

The struggle, he said, was not yet over 
and those who were acquainted with the 
Position in Palestine knew that the Jews 
tiona! spheres. Scientific development 


might help Jews to make an even greater 
contribution to world peace. He was, 
said Mr. Shinwell, a devotee of peace. 
Another conflict would be cataclysmic. 
He believed in adequate defence as a 
deterrent—as had been exemplified in 
Israel, 

Jewry, he declared, was still in peril 
from externa! influences and internal con- 
fusion: but he urged that they be not 
afraid. “If we believe in our mission 
aS a race or as a religion, let us stand 
steadfast by our convictions,” he said. 
“If we are Jews. let us be proud of it, 
not superior of arrogant, but never 
ashamed.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Shinwell appealed 
for support for the Movement, which, 
he said. was essential to the development 
of the Jewish people in this country. 

Councillor V. Mishcon, L.C.C., 
launched the appeal, which is for £20,000. 
He announced, among other donations, 
that the Deserving Charities Organisation 
had endowed an Emanuel Shinwell 
Scholarship at the Jewish Secondary 
School. 


Mr. F. Ashe Lincoln, K.C., Chairman 
of the Endowment Committee, presented 
an endowmen: certificate to Sir Michael 
Balcon. 

Among others who spoke were Dr. 
Judith Grunfeld, Rabbi Dr. S. Schon- 
feld, Mr. R. Epstein, Mr. David Weitz- 
man, M.P.. Mr. Nahum Sarna, and Mr. 
William Margulies. 

During the evening Mr. Ivri Gitlis gave 
a violin recital.

Routine matters were dealt with by 
the Jewish Board of Guardians at. its 
meeting on Monday, at 127, Middlesex 
Street. London, B.l. Mr. S. E. Kar- 
oe K.C., the President, was in the 
chair 

The draft annual report was adopted, 
Subject to some minor amendments. In 
the course of the discussion, Mr. Wil- 
liam Goldstein asked why the Board 
could not take part in a proposed mect- 
ing o! synagogal bodies to discuss pre- 
Marital education, as ibed in the 
report 

Che Chairman replied that at the con- 
ference on Marriage Guidance there had 

en differences of dogma between the 
various religious sections of the com- 
munity, and the Board always refrained 
from interfering in such matters. They 

d. therefore, decided to help to con- 
vene 4a synagogal conference, but not 
themselves to take part in contentious 
Matic:s which did not concern them. 


Marriage Guidance 


Mr. Bilis Franklin, a Joint Treasurer, 
moved the adoption of the accounts for 
1948. which were incorporated in the 
Teport, and those for the first three 
Months of 1949, which had been circu- 
lated. The accounts for the year 1948 
showed an excess of expenditure over in- 
Come of £730, The accounts for the 

ssociation for the Protection of Girls, 

omen and Children for the same period 
showed a deficit of over £11,000. That 


“ipenditure was growing, Mr. Franklin 


said, and was the main cause of anxicty. 
The Board's accounts for the firs: three 
months of this year showed an excess of 
income over expenditure of £772. There 
was. however, a further deficit of £2,970 
for the Association. 

The accounts were adopted. 

The General Welfare Committee's ex- 
penditure for the quarter, because of 
the legislation that came into operation 
on July 5, 1948, had decreased from 
£5.908 to £1,838, and the number of 
cases dealt with from 1,009 to 495. But 
the falling off in the work of the depart- 
ment had been slight. 

it was agreed that all committees 
should in future submit quarterly reports. 

Mr. and Mrs. Maurice Keyser and 
Miss Hilda Schlesinger were elected Life- 
Members of the Board, and the Chair- 
man and Lord Justice Cohen paid tribute 
to their work. 

The House List of 32 names to be 
submitted to the meeting of subscribers 
was adopted.

RETIREMENTS AT 
SHECHITA BOARD 


[By a Jewisn Curomicite Reporter} 


Mr. Isaac Landau, President of the 
Shechita Board, announced, at a mect- 
ing of the Board at the offices, Alic 
Street, London, E.. on Monday, that he 
and Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, Senior Vice- 
President, would not offer themselves for 
re-election for those offices, but onl 
for ordinary membership of the Board, 
and that Dr. L. D. Barnett, Treasurer, 
was also contemplating retirement. 

A deficit of about £1.520 for the half- 
year ended December 31, 1948, was re- 
ported by the President. The loss, he 
said, was due to the purchase of premises 
and other expenses. 

When a grant of £525 for the Kosher 
Canteens was considered, Mr. A. Win- 
gate (United Synagoguc) asked how the 

sard could give the grant in view of 
the deficit. 

The Board approved this aed al! other 
grants recommended. 

A letter from the Chief Rabbi, which 
was read to the Board by the President, 
Stated that difficultics had arisen in the 
past in the various parts of the country 
because of the Minisiry of Food's right 
to decide whether or not any particular 
butcher should be supplied with kasher 
meat, This had sometimes resulted in 
kasher meat being supplied by the 
Ministry to persons who were not holding 
a heence from the recognised ecclesiastica! 
authorities. 


Satisfactory Arrangement 


The Adviser on Jewish problems to 
the .Mimistry of Food had discussed 
the matter with the authoritics at the 
Ministry, and a satisfactory arrangement 
had now been reached. The Silaietry 
would not now accord to a new butcher 
the right -to receive supplics of kasher 
meat without consulting the Adviser. who 
would, in turn, obtain the views of the 
Shechita Board and Beth Din in the area 
in which the butcher concerned was 
located. 

A.report in Tae Jewisn CHRONICLE 
about the supply of poultry in Glasgow 
was referred to by Mr. A. Woolf, who 
asked for the President's views. 

Mr. Landau said that there were 12 
Jewish butchers in Glasgow. The local 
Beth Din and Shechita Board, in consulta- 
tion with the Glasgow Jewish Representa- 
tive Counci!, had arranged with the non- 
Jewish butchers to supply an adequate 
amount of poultry, and this was working 
satisfactorily. 

Mr. S. Boxer said that the price control 
on poultry was to be removed. * 

After a discussion, the President said 
that the matter had been a scandal and 
the new London Board would have to 
deal with the question of the supply of 
poultry through non-Jewish sources. 

It was agreed that the salary of the 
Secretary of the Board be increased to 
£850 a year as from March 25, to rise to 
£1,000 


JEWS’ COLLEGE COUNCIL

The question of the teaching of 
Shechita at Jews’ College was raised 
again, after a lapse of three years, al 
Monday's meeting of the College Coun- 
cil, which was presided over by the 
Chairman, Mr. Alan A. Mocatta. 

The draft of the 93rd annual report 
on the College's work, which was con- 
sidered, showed continued development 
of the educational activities of the 


College. 

ll to the Faculty for the Train- 
ing of Teachers, the Chairman said that 
the special commmitiee had met once and 
had dealt with the details of the course. 

committee was composed of mem- 
bers of the Council and of the London 
Board, under the chairmanship of the 
Chief Rabbi. 

Mr. Mocaita announced that the Rev. 
S Woolf had obtained the Rabbinical 
diploma, having passed in all subjects. 
The Chief Rabbi stated that Rabb: 
Woolf had been appointed to Princes 
Road Synagogue, Liverpool. 


Teaching Shechita 


Mr. Harry Gaventa, who raised the 
question of Shechita, said that some con- 
regations found it impossible to obtain 
with a knowledge of Shechita, 
and he thought «hat Jews’ College should 
teach Shechita. 

Dr. Zimmels, representing the staff at 
the College, said that the students were 
studying Shechita theoretically under 
Rabb; 

Mr. I. W. Goldberg pointed out that 
the Yeshiva Etz Chaim trained Shochetim. 

The Chairman said that it was not the 
task of the College to give practical 
training in Shechita. 

After two minutes had been read deal- 
ing with the subject, including one of a 
meeting of the Council in March, 1946 
when it was stated that Dr, Epstein had 
discussed the matter with members of 
the Beth Din and that in their opinion, 
as the Yeshiva Etz Chaim was already 
dealing with this subject, there was no 
necessity for Jews’ College to take any 
steps. 


SERMON FOS 


Ethics and the “Am Ha-Aretz” 


read this week the second chap- 

ter of the Ethics of the Fathers, 

where we find Hillel's words 
saying: “ An ignorant person (an Am 
Ha-aretz) cannot be pious (Chassid).” 
This passage is applicable when we 
consider a kind of disease that has 
beset a section of Anglo-Jewry. It is 
only a numerically insignificant part 
of the community that has been 
affected. But the disease may spread 
if no counter-action is taken. 

There are Jewish intellectuals who dis- 

lay a liking for the New Testament, 

sed not on religious bul on zethetic 
g ounds. But in prefetring the words 
“Love your enemies” io the words 
“ Love your neighbour as yourself " even 
these intellectuals are aware that they 
are touching not merely on form and 
style. but on the ethical problems of 
religion. 

There is nothing in the New Testa- 
ment, as far as ethics are concerned, that 
is not derived from Jewish sources. It 
is necessary to go back to a Jewish !9th- 
century theology. with its conception of 
the “ daughter-religion.” The daughter 
may have learned a good deal from the 
motber, but it is the mother from whom 
the knowledge comes The medieval 
Jewish philosopher conceived the image 
of the seed growing into a mighty tree. 
The tree may cover a wide arca with its 
branches, bur it is the seed that brings 
the tree into existence. Christianity may 
conquer the world with its message, Dut 
Judaism remains the origin of this 
Spiritual world conquest. A Christianity 
that severed the link with its origin would 
inevitably decay But Judaism is free 
dependence on anything outside 
itself. 


"THESE Jewish intellectuals have en- 

gountered. without being able to 
solve the problem, the difference between 
private and political ethics Judaism 
never ceases to see man in his unique 
state, as the child of God. Trade, pro- 
fession, nationality, and cconomic status 
may form collective groups Such wni- 
formity disappears when man stands 
before his Maker. 

The institution which more than any 
other creates uniformity is the State. It 
was and remains Chris janity s task to 
convert the Statc: it is not the task of 
Judaism. Man before God is a private 
being. Biblical ethics are, therefore, 
private ethics, and cannot, even within 
the sphere of politics, apply standards 
other than those of private ethics. Man 
is always man, even if he is forced to 
wear a uniform and act with others in 
a group The highest imperative of 
private ethics is the commandment: Love 
your neighbour as yoursell. 

We cannot replace this commandment 
by a better onc: a better one docs not 
exist. “Love your enemies” is the 
formula of political ethics. A political 
situation is characterised by the frend- 
foe relationship. Those who are outside 
the political boundaries are outside; they 
are inevitably the potential enemics im 
peace, the real enemics in. wart This 
political situation can be humanised; but 
its characteristics cannot by such humani- 
sation be abolished. The friend-foe 
relationship remains. With the com- 
mandment “ Love your enemics polti- 
cal ethics aim at humanising the 
inhumanity of the political position in 
which the children of God are divided 
into two camps of friends and enemies. 


fully, as is the case with the political 
enemy, the commandment “ Love your 
enemmes will not create mercy, but will 
only restrict crucity. Mercy can 
only between man and man, 


OVE your enemies” is an ideology. 

Where man is not in the position 
‘to be merciful he needs an ideology of 
mercy. In lam ether 
ful or cruel. In politics a third possi- 
bility exists: to be merciless without 
hatred. 

As an ideology, the commandment 
“ Love your enemies” is excellent. Bat 
the best ideo is only an ideology, a 
programme not for the individual, but for 
man as a collective bei It is a symbo! 
and not a reality. man who has 
rachmanut, mercy, need not be an 
idealist. He must be human. The 
commandment “Love your ecnemics 
creates the imaginary atmosphere of 
idealism. Nobody can love an cnemy. 
But the words may raise man to tf 
height of the ideal which may help to 
overcome an inhuman situation. 

There is still further evidence of the 
imaginaty atmosphere created by the 
commandment “Love your enemics.” 
The word “enemies” is plural. True 
love is directed only to single beings. 
But where politics is concerned, not direct 
human love but abstract formule must 
be used to restore the human relation- 
ship. From the viewpomt of political 
etnies, “ Love your enemies is an excel- 
lent formula, an ideology which works 
well. Bur better than the best idcology 
demanding love is the reality where lowe 
lives. Love can exist between man and 
man. Man is always your “ acighbour.” 
This makes private cthics superior to any 
political ethics

Art Notes 


BEN URI-—SUMMER, 1949 


This year’s show of Contempora 
Jewish Artists at the Ben Un Gal- 
lery is an extraordinarily live one ; 
besides the old familar faces there are 
a growing number of bright new oncs 
to reckon with. The over-all mmpression 
is one of vivid colour, and, generaliy 


speaking, Anglo-Jewish painting appears 
to be rishing. 

Among many good things, Vera Spen- 
cer’s “ Man who Wen Away” 


strikes me as attaining a degree of excc!- 
lence that is extremely rare—here is an 
artist with, like the character in the 
song, la lamié@re dans ses yeux; this work 
has a certain sophisticated abandon which 
is quiie enchanting. nother charming 
work is “House in Wales,” by Harry 
Weinberger, who has a sure instinct for 
colour: Adéle Reifenberg’s “ Circus” is 
a lovely example of this gifted painter's 
dreamy magic. 

A very @arefully constructed bead of 
a young girl, a picture with an unmis- 
takable strain poctry, turns out to 
be by Judith. Greenbury. Silvia Feld- 
man shows “ Tulips "—so luxurious, $0 
velvety, that they must have been plucked 
as they stood from one of the more 
aromatic passages of Baudelaire: this 
would be a very successful decoration if 
it were put into almost any other frame. 
Josef Herman's “ Miners Bus” is a 
beautifully-knit composition with a curi- 
ously devotional flavour. Morris Kestel- 
man’s “Dentelles de Montmerail,” 
although almost an Aommage a Cézanne, 
is sull a very imfeliigently painted study 
of sunshine. Fred Uhiman’s “ Landscape 
in Arles” is one of the most delightful 


pictures in the exhibition, and as pretty 
as paint. 
Ludvic Meidner shows two self-portraits 


technical gusto. 
Rosenbaum’s yellow canoes in Regent's 
Park form an exccllent compo,.tion; but 
the execution of his other smaller canvas, 
“Sunset in the Fog,” is the more suc- 
cessful of the two. 
The old firm of Ben Uri stand-bys is 
fully represented—some very bright 
Zieglers, one of them a good likeness of 
Willy Goldman, the writer, two Oppen- 
heimer chalk heads, “ The Cup of Tea, 
a splendid portrait pitched in a low key 
by Kalman Kemeny. Mrs. Konstam, by 
Wolmark (via onticelh), is another 
striking portrait, and there are two good 
Meninskys—the single figure especially 
has many tender passages-—-and a fine 
canvas by Feibusch. 
The sculpture is, on the whole, dis- 
appointing, compared with the high stan- 
dard of the paintings, although there is 
some interesting work by Benno Elkan, 
Epstein, Else Fraenkel, ga@Rusichuk, 
Erna Nonnenmacher, and Max Sokol.

THE WARSAW TRAGEDY 


At the Warsaw Ghetto memoria! mect- 
ing this week {reported in another 
column), reference was made by Sir 
Harticy Shawcross and Sir David Maxwell 
Fyfe to the report of Major-General 
Juergen Stroop, the S.S. officer in charge 
of the liquidation of the ghetto in April, 
1943. [he report, which bears the title, 


“The Jewish quarter in Warsaw has 
ceased to exist,” constitutes an indispen- 
sable source of information about the 
ghetto rising. Onginally in the Nurem- 
bere Archives, it was recently handed 
over to the Polish public prosecutor for 
the forthcoming trial of Stroop and his 
associates. Although the author of the 
report describes the Jews as “ sub- 
humans (l/ntermenschen), it is, in fact, 
a record of Jewssh heroism. 

Stroop was sent to Warsaw in 1943, on 
Himmiler’s personal instructions, since his 


predecessor was considered to be not | 


“ strong" enough. Already sentenced to 
death by an American court for the mur- 


der of Alhed pilots, he was handed over | 
to the Polish authorities, and has also | 


heen questioned by Major Kermish, head 
of the Jewish Historical Institute.

PREJUDICE AND 
DEMOCRACY 


[By a Jewisn Reporter| 


The first of a series of five talks 
Srranged by the Council of Citizens of 
kast London on “ Understanding Our 
Neighbours,” was given by Mr. Harold 
Nicolson, who spoke on “ Prejudice and 
Democracy" at Toynbee Hall, E.!, on 
Sunday cvening. Dr. J. J. Mallon 
presided. 

After analysing some of the clements 
of real democracy, the speaker stated 
that intolerance was the result of preju- 
dices which m turn resulted from bad 
habits of mind and from fixed ideas, 
ofien generated in childhood. 

Speaking of racial prejudice, Mr 
Nicolson said: “ As if you can lump the 
Jews or the Africans or other peopics 
into a sort of conglomerated, identically 
fused mass! ” re were very nasty 
Jews and Africans, but there were also 
nasty Scotsmen and Englishmen. 

Prejudice against foreigners, he said, 
Meant a narrowing of the intelligence, 
a restriction of the full life, a denial of 

sure, and a complete limitation of 
uman caperience.

“ Aviv’s” Ambitious Plans 
By YEHUDA HAEZRAHI 


E disappearance of the East 

European Ghetto, and its tradi- 

tional pre-emancipation life, has 
deprived the Yiddish language and 
culture of the greater part of its 
public. 

The Hebrew language, the natural suc- 
cessor to Yiddish, though it has lately 
won many new adherents, chiefly by 
virtue of its position as a herald and 
envoy of the new State of Isracl, cannot 
hope to reach the bulk of Jewry in the 
near future. Meanwhile, the English- 
speaking Diaspora is passing throug an 
interim period, swaying between the old 
and the new, without any clear-cut idea 
of its historic function. And, as always 
in interim periods, the danger of losing 
one’s bearings altogether is ever-present. 

The only precaution possible in such 
circumstances is to strengthen and in- 
crease educational and cultural activities 
in English, even though this measure may 
be regarded by some people as merely 
provisional. e political and scientific 
aspects of the Jewish problem have 
always been well-represented in books, 
booklets, and newspapers published here. 
But now the time has come to transfer 
some of these efforts and that good will 
to more general educational and cultural 
activities. 


Translating Jewish Drama 


One of the most effective and direct 
ways of reaching ones public ts by way 
of the stage. A good theatre group, 
maintaining a reasonably high standard 
of taste in choosing, producing, and act- 
ing its plays, would do much to famili- 
arise our public with Jewish and Hebrew 
drama (in English translation). 

The Yiddish Theatre, catering mainly 
for the emigrants from Eastern Europe, 
has lost its hold on the younger genera- 
tion, which does not understand the ver- 
nacular, and does not appreciate the 
crude, heavy-handed farce that for their 
elders still preserves the charm of a 
faintly remembered childhood. The 
Hebrew Theatre is proudly counted 
among the major cultural achievements 
of Isracl. But it is by its very nature 
as a national theatre confined, in the 
main, to the boundaries of Israel. It 
can pay only short and infrequent visits 
to the Diaspora, and though these visits 
are important. both as artistic events and 
as an educational influence, they neither 
can nor would wish to replace an in- 
digenous English Theatre. 

Therefore, I think it a privilege to 
encourage a professional Jewish theatre 
group which has recently been formed in 
London, under the name of “ Aviv.” with 
the aim of presenting Jewish drama in 
English. This group, inaugurated by. a 
few Israeli actors who had come to com- 
plete their studies in England and had 
found much to admire and learn from 
on the English stage, has joined forces 
with some Anglo-Jewish actors, and 1s 
now ready to begin its task. 

Jewish drama is hard to define. Is it 
to be confined to plays originally written 
in Hebrew and Yiddish, or extended to 
all plays writter®by Jews in all the dif- 
ferent languages Jews have been writing 
im, whether they deal with Jewish sub- 
jects or not? Or should it include plays 
written by non-Jewish authors if they 
bear upon the Jewish problem ? 


Complex History 


Without attempting to solve so com- 
piex a problem in a cn words, 1 sympa- 
thise with the “ Aviv” Theatre in sits 
wish to give the word “ Jewish” ‘the 
widest possible interpretation in this con- 
mecuon. All plays that bear on the long 
and complex history of the Jewish people, 
from Biblical days to our modern age, 
will qualify. The frusgirations and 
failures, tribulations’ and successes of 
Jewry in the dispersion, the hardships 
and victories of Israel in its homeland, 
will be appropriate material for presenta- 
ion. 

So “Aviv” has decided to open its 
activities with the presentation of an 
Enelish version of Shalom Aleichem’s 
“It's Hard to be a Jew.” This it in- 
tends to follow with the Biblical plays 


and “ The Book of Esther,” by K. Y. 
Silman. The folklore of the Eastern 
gheitoes will be represented by “ The 
Short Friday,” by C. N. Bialik. and “* The 
Nights of Perez”; Western Jewry by 
Arthur Schnitzler’s “ Professor Bern- 
hardi’’ and Galsworthy’s “ Loyalties”:

ISRAEL’S CIVIL SERVICE

E recent controversy in the 

Israeli Parliament in connection 

with the investigation of the bona 
fides of former officials of the Pales- 
tune Government is likely to lead to a 
revision of the establishment. struc- 
ture, and recruiting system of the 
Israeli Civil Service. “x 

When the administration bad to be 
formed in a matter of weeks, the Provi- 
sonal Government had to consider the 
following facts: (1) That there were 
thousands of experienced officials of the 
Palestine Government ready to serve: 
(2) that there were hundreds of officials 
of the Jewish Agency and other pubhe 
mstrtutions, (3) that there would be no 
time exarmne thoroughly the pest 
records of Mandatory officials. some of 
whom were suspected of corruption; and 
(4) that some of the best administrators 
were tn the armed forces 
The Israch authorities, therefore, pro- 

ceeded to form an administration, fully 
aware of the fact that this administration 
could not be perfect, and that as soon as 
peace came a revision of the Civil Service 
recruiting methods and of the qualifica- 
trons of enisted officials would be neces- 
sary. 


New Examination System 


During the first months, senior Govern- 
ment appointments were to a con- 
siderable extent. according to the party 
sysiem, and Cabinet Ministers often filled 
Offices with their party friends.

The present cost 
of hving and the shortage of skilled man- 
power has resulted in skilled workers 
receiving a wage equivalent to that of an 
Under-Secretary of State. It is only too 
obvious that in such circumstances 
the most gifted and capable young men 
will hardly agree to join the Civil Service. 
The problem is even more acute as far 
as the Regular Army is concerned. There. 
even senior officers are very much under- 
An lIsrach Colonel (the second 
ghest rank and cquivalent to a Major- 
General in any other army) gets less then 
half the pay of a skilled worker and 
Slightly less than a clerk in a Government 
ce. Under these conditions. # is 
most difficult to attract suitable personnei 
to serve in the Regular Army. Al present, 
the Israch police force is the best-paid 
branch of the Civil Service. 


“ISRAEL MUST BE STRONG”

JEWISH DETAINEES 


Improved Position of Jews 
in Arab States 


[From our Middle East Correspondent} 


Bemut 

The position of the Jewish Communi- 
ties in certain of the Arab States has 
improved considerably since armustice 
negotiations began between Isracl and the 
Arab countries. 

The Lebanese authorities have agreed 
to release Lebanese Jews detained after 
the outbreak of hostilities in Palestine 
and have abolished a number of dis- 
criminatory measures imposed on the 
Jewish Community during the past year. 
Jews are again permitted to take part in 
commerce and are allowed to travel 
abroad freely. 

Meetings of the Isracli-Lebanese armis- 
tice commission, set up under the treaty, 
have been held in an extremely cordial 
atmosphere, and it appears likely that 
normal relations between the two coun- 
tries will shortly be established. The 
armistice pact has been scrupulously 
observed by both sides. Prisoners have 
been exchanged: Isracli forces have 
evacuated Lebanese villages: and a “ no- 
man's-land” has been established on both 
sides of the international frontier. 


Border Transactions Forbidden 


Nevertheless, the removal, transfer, or 
exchange of goods in the border zone has 
been prohibited until a genetal peace 
treaty is concluded between Israel and the 
Arab States 

In Syria, the new régime is said to 
favour the abolition of restrictions on 
Jews. Colonel Husni' Zaim, the new 
ruler. recently received Jewish representa- 
tives from Damascus and Aleppo who 
came to convey the congratulations of 
their respective communities. Colonel 
Zaim said that he considéred Syrian Jews 
“to be on the same footing as other 
Syrian citizens.” They would enjoy equal 
rights, he declared 

Reports from Beirut state that the new 
Syrian authorities intend to create, by 
peaceful means, a “new Syria” which 
would take a leading rGle in the progress 
and development of the Middle East. 
Colonel Zaim has said that he considers 
the “ Palestinian adventure,” as he des- 
cribed it. to be at an end. 

Although there are certain difficulties 
to be overcome before an armistice agrcee- 
ment is siened between Syria and Israel, 
United Nations officials are optimistic 
that a compromise solution will shortly 
be found. An exchange of prisoners has 
already begun through the medium of the 
Red Cross.

race.” he declared. “ But what he did 
gave the final impetus to the movement 
for the establishment of a Jewish State. 
That State is now established. We wish 
it well. We hope that in peaceful and 
tolerant co-operation wiih the peoples ol 
the Middle East and with the whole 
world it will assis! the culiure and talent 
of the Jewish people to make their fullest 
contribution to the world.” 

David Maxwell Fyfe said: “So 
long as human hearts are warm and 
human minds can undersiand courage 
and fidelity. the Jewish Ghetto in War- 
saw will live and flourish in the minds 
and hearis of men.” 

Speaking with deep emotion, Sir David 
recapitulated the horrors of the Nazi 
action against the Ghetto and of the 
massacre of six millon Jews. “ Those 
awful occurfences are a challenge which 
humanity makes to -human beings, and 
we must ask ourselves again, how many 
lessons is the human race to have before 
it learns the answer, or the reason,. for 
such conduct?” 


‘Four Lessons 


Four things had to be learnt, be added. 
The first was that no one, however 
powerful his position, might presume to 
treat men and women as means to his 
ends ; secondly, that whereas tyranny had 
always been bad, tyranny harnessed to 
the products of modern science was 
something which this world simply could 
not afford: thirdly, however difficult it 
might be, we had to be ready to stand 
up wherever the challenge came to us 
and say that cruelty and lying were 
wrong. 

Those three things were the answer 
that human beings had to gtve if they 
were going to assume humanity. But 
there had to be something more. It 
was easy tO pay lip service to co-opera- 
tion between peopics. That would not 
do unless each one of us started again 
and pledged and dedicated himself to 
world co-operation, Unless that was 
done, then those other things would fail. 

The Chief Rabbi thanked the two 
speakers on behalf of the Anglo-Jewish 

ommunity and on behalf of all men of 
good will who were prepared to work for 
a world that should ultimately know 
decency and peace.

ANTI-SEMITISM IN 
BELGIUM 


New Whispering 
Campaign’ 


[From our Correspondent—Baussecs] 


A marked increase in what may be 
termed an anti-Jewish whispering 
campaign om Belgium considered by 
poe fangs leaders here to be due to the 
pohcy of the Western Powers in Ger- 
many, which is inevitably encouraging 
German nationalism. hk is also encour- 
aging the former Belgian collaborators 
sull employed im the igian Civil Ser- 
vice, and former members of the anti- 
Semitic Rexist Party, who are taking 
part on the anti-Jewish campaign. So 
far, it touches only a small section of the 
population, but it is feared that with the 
detcrioration of the economic situation 
m may spread further 

The collaborators’ activities are 
fined to posting abusive leaflets to Jews. 
The anti-Semitic civil servants. on the 
other hand. are doing their utmost to 
block applications for naturalisation from 
Belgian-born children of foreign Jews. 
In this country, such children do not 
acquire Belgian nationality as of right, 
but by choice. Until recently, such 
apphcations were treated as a mere for- 
mahty. and, in almost all cases. naturali- 
sation Was granted automatically. Some 
ume ago, however, ths practice changed. 
Applicants (children aged 15) were given 
a thorough cxamination in which they 
had to prove not only their knowledec 
of the official language, but also of Bel- 
gan history and customs Questions 
asked raneecd -from historical dates to 
biographies of deceased personalities, and 
Une difllerence between lace curtains pro- 
duced in Belgaum and those imported 
from abroad 


Community's Concern 


In addition, the children were asked 
about the kind of food they ate at 
home, whether kasher or not: the names 
of their friends, wheiher Jewish or Bel- 
gan; the organisations and clubs of 
which they were members, whether ex- 
clusively Jewish (¢.¢., Zionsst) or mixed : 


t trades of thew parents; im the case 
of their parents. being ‘shopkeepers, 
whether (their customers were mainly 


Jewish ; in the case of their being owners 


‘of workshops or factories, whether they 


employed Beigian labour It soon 
became apparent that the examination 
affected not only individual cases, but the 


majority of applications, a fact which 
caused justifiable concern among the 
Jewish Community, which consists 
maimily of immigrants. 


On the basis of these preliminary in- 
vestigations, the Lower Courts, which 
eveniually deak with the applications. 
turned them down summarily, stating that 
the results of the cxamvinations had 
proves that the applicants were not fit 
to assimilate im the body of the Belgian 
population. In effect, this decision im- 
plied that the granting of naturalisation 
on opihon was not a rnght, bul a privi- 


lege which would be denied to Jewish 
children born .in Belgium of alien 
parentage 

Fortunaicly, ihe Higher Court . of 


Appeal did not confirm this decision of 
ihe Lower Courts. The judge declared 
that the authorities had overstepped their 
instructions, and directed that all appli- 
cants be granted Belgian nationality. 
Thus the rights of the Jews were restored. 
It remains to be seen, however, whether 
the investigating authorities and the 
Lower Courts will change their attitude. 
The impression here is that some im- 
portant State organs are influenced by 
anti-Jewish propaganda and are only too 
ready to apply discriminatory micasures 
against Jews. 

How many civil servants are directly 
connected with secret groups of fascists 
is, of course, difficult to ascertain. The 
presence of these groups became mani- 
fest when Jews and certain non-Jews re- 
ceived copies of the Official Gazette 
whenever a Jewish name appeared in a 
particular issue. The Jewish name was 
clearly marked and underlined, and labels 
stuck across the page, bearing such in- 


scriptions as: “The Jew lives on the 
Sitation of the proletariat.” and 
“ Belgium for the Belgians.”

Improved Position of Jews 
in Arab States 


[From our Middle East Correspondent] 


Berut 

The position of the Jewish Communi- 
ties in certain of the Arab States has 
improved considerably since armistice 
negotiations began between Isracl and the 
Arab countries. 

Lebanese authorities have agreed 
to. release Lebanese Jews detained after 
the outbreak of hostilities in Palestine 
and have abolished a number of dis- 
criminatory measures imposed on the 
Jewish Community during the past year. 
Jews are again permitted to take part in 
commerce and are allowed to travel 
abroad freely. 

Meetings of the Isracli-Lebanecse armis- 
tice commission. sect up under the (reaty. 
have been held in an extremely cordial 
atmosohere, and it appears likely that 
normal relations between the two coun- 
tries will shortly be established. The 
armistice pact has been scrupulously 
observed by both sides. Prisoners have 
been exchanged: Isracli forces have 
evacuated Lebanese villages: and a “ no- 
man's-land” has been established on both 
sides of the international frontier. 


Border Transactions Forbidden 


Nevertheless. the removal, transfer, or 
exchange of goods in the border zone has 
been prohibited until a general peace 
treaty is concluded between Israc! and the 
Arab States

Four Lessons 


Four things had to be learnt, he added. 
The first was that no one, however 
powerful his position, might presume to 
treat men and women as means to his 
ends ; secondly, that whereas tyranny had 
always been bad, tyranny harnessed to 
the products of modern Sicnce was 
something which this world simply could 
not afford; thirdly, bowever difficuk it 
might be, we had to be ready to stand 
up wherever the challenge came to ws 
and say that cruciiy and lying were 
wrong. 

Those three things were the answer 
that human beings had to give if they 
were going to assume humanity. But 
there had to be something more. § It 
was casy to pay lip service to co-opera- 
tion between peoples. Tit would not 
do unless cach one of us started again 
and pledged and dedicated himself to 
world co-operation. Unless thar was 
done. then those other things would fail. 

The Chief Rabbi thanked the two

ANTI-SEMITISM IN 
BELGIUM 


New Whispering 
Campaign 


[From our Correspondent—Baussers] 


A marked increase in what may be 
termed an anti-Jewish whispering 
campaign in Belgium considered by 
responsible leaders here to be due to the 
pohcy of the Western Powers in Ger- 
many, which is inevitably encouraging 
German nationalism. kt w also encour- 
aging the former Belgian collaborators 
sull employed in the lgian Civil Ser- 
vice, and former members of the anti- 
Semitic Rexist Party, who-are taking 
part am the anti-Jewish campaign. So 
far, it touches only a small section of the 
population, but it is feared that with the 
deterioration of the economic situation 
it may spread further 

The collaborators’ activities are con- 
fined to posting abusive leaflets to Jews. 
The anti-Semitc civil servants. on the 
other hand. are doing their utmost to 
block applications for naturalisation from 
Belgian-born children of foreign Jews. 
In this country, such children do not 
acquire Beigian nationality as of right, 
but by choice. Unul recenily, such 
applications were treated as a mere for- 
and, in almost all cases. naturali- 
sation was granted automatically. Some 
ume ago, however, ths practice changed. 
Applicants (children aged 15) were given 
a thorough ¢xamination in which they 

d to prove not only their knowledge 
of the official language, but also of Bel- 
gan history and customs. Questions 
asked ranecd from historical dates to 
biographies of deceased personalities, and 
difference between lace curtains pro- 
uced in Belgium and those imported 
from abroad 


Commenity’s Concern 
In addition, the children were asked 


about the kind of food they ate at 
home. whether kasher or not: the names 


of their friends, whether Jewish or Bel-- 


gian; the organisations and clubs of 
which they were members, whether ex- 
clusively Jewish (e.¢., Zionist) or mixed: 
the trades of their parents: im the case 
of their parents being shopkeepers, 
whether their customers were mainly 
Jewish ; in the case of their being owners 


‘of workshops or factories, whether they 


employed Belgian labour. It soon 
became apparent that the examination 


. aflected not only individual cases, -but the 


majority of applications, a fact which 
caused justifiable concern among the 
jewish Community, which consists 
mainly of immigrants. 

On the basis of these preliminary in- 
vestigations, the Lower Courts. which 
eveniually dealt with the applications. 
turned them down summarily, stating that 
the results of the cxaminations had 
proved that ihe applicants were not fit 
tO assimilate in the body of the Beigian 
population. In effect, this decjsion im-

Thus the rights of the Jews were restored 
It remains to be seen, however, whether 
the investigating authorities and the 
Lower Courts will change their attitude. 


The impression here is that some im- | 


portant State organs are influenced by 
anti-Jewish propaganda and are only too 
ready to apply discriminatory measures 
against Jews. 

How many civil servants are directly 
connected with secret groups of fascists, 
is, of course, difficult to ascertain. The 
presence of these groups became mani- 
fest when Jews and ceriain non-Jews re- 
ceived copies of the Officia! Gazette 
whenever a Jewish name appeared in a 
particular issue. The Jewish name was 
clearly marked and underlined, and labels 
suck across the page, beating such in- 
scriptions as: “The Jew lives on the 
exploitation of the proletariat.” and 
“ Belgium for the Belgians.”

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ISRAEL’S ECONOMIC 
PROBLEMS 


THE forthcoming celebration of Israel's 
Independence Day seems likely to comcede 
with the opening of a new era in the domestic 
and external affairs of the State. To say 
that the heroic period is nearly over is not 
to underrate the problems still crowding in 
upon the Government, peace must formally 
be restored, working relationships established 
with the Arab States, and Israel's applica- 
tion for membership of the U.N. has yet 
to run the gauntiet of hostile criticism in the 
Political Committee. Last, but not icast, 
Jerusalem's status must be settled. But these 
are carry-overs from the great political and 
military upheaval which monopolised all 
energies last year. By comparison, the prob- 
lems of the new era, though to outward 
appearance they may seem to lack drama, 
touch upon the very life of the new Siate. 
The arrival within less than one year of 
some 200,000 immigrants is in itself the 
equivalent of a major social and economic 
revolution. | 

it is not surprising that an austerity régime 
of almost Crippsian rigour looms as the next 
step. Both Dr. WEIZMANN and Mr. Ben- 
Gurion have in their recent speeches left no 
doubt that the Government proposes to sicer 
economic development into paths suited to 
the continuance of mass immigration: but 
even if the flow should slacken for a while 
u would sill be necessary to impose 
economic controls in order to prevent the 
inflationary spiral from going through the 
roof and putting an end to all the hopeful 
plans for turning Israci into ~ the Switzer- 
land of the Middle East.” It is the merit 
of Mr. Ben-Gurion’s statement of policy in 
the Knesset on Tuesday that this danger 1s 
boldly faced. here is now considerable 
unemployment among the new immigrants, 
while housing has inevitably failed to keep 
pace with the human influx. Tent cities are 
springing up, and it will be years before 
every immigrant has a solid roof over his or 
her head) Mr. Ben-Gurion rightly stressed 
the need to explont the dwindling opportun:- 
ties for emigration from Eastern Europe, 
and behind this slackening flow there looms 
the still larger problem of tapping the human 
reservoir in North Africa. Dr. WeizMann 
touched upon this point when he told his 
New York audience that too many poten- 
tial immigrants from that quarter expected 
to find a comfortable living provided for 
them on arrival. It ts whether 
even the Israeli President, whose auto- 
biography terminates on a note of sober 
caution, foresaw the full extent of these 
problems 


There is now before the Government the 
task of imposing a measure of planning upon 
an economy which is capable of rapid expan- 
sion and certainly in need of foreign invest- 
ment. Much of this investment will have to 
come from individuals, and the demarcation 
line between a planned economy and full- 
fledged socialisation will not be easy to draw. 
But not all the thunder melikely to be on the 
Right. Direction of labour into productive 
occupations has been forecast, and some- 
thing will have to be done to improve pro- 
ductivity, raise the quality of output, and 
reduce the enormous overheads of industry. 
These tasks demand the closest co-operation 
of all sections of organiséd labour, as we 
know from experience in this country. It 
is, therefore. unfortunate that Mapam is not 
represented in the Government to take its 
share of the responsibility. 


Wage stabilisation and production drives, 
however, must fail if the cost of living is not 
pegged. The inflationary spiral must be 
attacked trom both ends, and it is with this 
aim in view that the Government has 
decided upon a ruthless pruning of inessen- 
tial imports, the introduction of food ration- 
ing, and the imposition of maximum prices 
for necessities. The important problem of 
encouraging exports must, of course, also be 
tackled. In this country we are so familiar 
with such measures that their novelty for 
the Middle East tends to be underrated. The 
fact is that if Israel can successfully apply 
Crippsian principles to its economic troubles 
it will have done something which no Middle 
Eastern country has hitherto even tried to 


accomplish. But over and above these 
efforts to lift itself by its bootstraps, the 
Israch Government will need all the help it 
can obtain in the United States and else- 
where, both from private individuals and 
from semi-public institutions. |!

_A GRAVE ERROR 


BY the narrow majority of 18—the voting 
was 78 to 60—the Board of Deputies, at the 
end of a notable debate last Sunday (the last 
meeting of this triennial session), rejected a 
revised amendment to Clause 45 of the 
Boards Constitution, moved by Lady 
HARTOG in a noble and memorable address. 
The most remarkable speech in favour of the 
amendment fell from the lips of one who has 
given a lifetime of selfless service to Ortho- 
doxy, Mr. Isaac Lanpau. English statutes, 
he observed, do not speak of Jews: they 
speak of “persons professing the Jewish 
religion that ts simply the Parliamentary 
description ‘of a Jew. The term in English 
law has no precise theological denotation. 
Save for representatives of the Federation 
of Synagogues and of the ultra-Orthodox 
Adath Yisroel, the sympathies of the Board 
appeared, on the whole, to be with the prin- 
ciple of the amendment, although a aumber 
of Deputies who felt a conflict of loyalties 
abstained. It ts certain that many of those 
who cast unfavourable votes would have 
voted for the amendment but for the Curer 
Rapsai's letter (which was set out in our issue 
of March 25). That letter turned the scales 
im a problem which, we submit with great 
respect, it did not decide. The Cuier Raps, 
referring to a meeting “ at which my guid- 
ance Was sought on certain religious matters,” 
declared : 

* After long and serious deliberation, | have come 
fo the conclusion that the effect of the proposed 
changes then put to me will involve the President 
of the Board of Deputies in commutting himseli and 
the Deputies (the great majority of whom represent 
Orthodox Communities in the United Kingdom) to 
a wrongful and misleading impression that Liberal 
Congregations, in the performance of marriages, 
conform to authoritative Jewish Law | deem it 
my duty, therefore, definitely to advise that the 
proposed changes in the clauses of the Constitution 
dealing with the certification of secretaries for 
Matriages would be im thei results contrary to 
Jewish Law and would constitute a dangerous threat 
to the fabric of Judaism and Jewish life in this 
country. These changes should not be madc.” 
in two later lettcrs the CHrer 
declares that his advice against the change 
constitutes a “ decision.” 

Now the question before the Board was 
not whether “ Liberal Congregations, in the 
performance of marriages, conform to 
authoritative Jewish Law,” or whether “ the 
proposed changes . would be in their 
results contrary to Jewish Law.” The ques- 
tion was whether a Liberal Synagogue ts “a 
Synagogue of persons professing the Jewish 
religion within the meaning of the Act of 
1836. Upon this matter the 
gave no “decision.” A close study of the 
letter in conjunction with the Board’s Con- 
stitution suggests that the Cuter Rapsi acted, 
not under Clause 45, but under Clause 44. 
It is Clause 44 that gives him “ the guidance 
of the Board on religious matters ~ and the 
power to give a “ decision.” But this Clause 
expressly provides that these decisions shall 
not be “taken to represent the opinion of 
any Congregation not acknowledging the 
jurisdiction of the Ecclesiastical Authorities, 
or shall abridge the rights of action of or 
affect in any way any such Congregation.” 
The Clause relating to “ every future applica- 
tion to the Board to certify the Secretary for 
Marriages of a Synagogue .. . for which no 
such Secretary has been previously certified 
by the President of the Board,” is Clause 45. 
This requires a certificate from the Ecclesi- 
astical Authorities that the applicants con- 
stitute “a Synagogue of persons professing 
the Jewish religion.” With this issue the 


Raset's letter has not death. Kt is 
both sound sense and sound law that a 
“ decision” is only an authority for what 
it actually decides. On this issue the opinion 
of the late Dr. Hertz has not been over- 
ruled and, therefore, it would appear, 
stands) When, in 1934, he certified the 
Liberal Synagogue in St. John’s Wood as 
“a Synagogue of persons professing the 
Jewish religion,” Dr. Hertz expressly added 
that the Chief Rabbinate could not take any 
responsibility in Jewish Law for any ritual 
acts performed by Ministers of Liberal 
Congregations. 

“ Although r ove the rehgi 

am not justified in declaring that its members have 
left the ranks of Jewry and not profess Judaism. 
if that had been the case, they would not have been 
given representation on the rd of Deputies.” 
This was a broadminded attitude which 
remains the right view, and would be 
endorsed by the majority of traditional 
Jews. The Curer Rape, by his total con- 
secration to historic Judaism, has won the 
admiration of all. Yet the representative 
institution of Anglo-Jewry is not the Chief 
Rabbinate, but the Board of Deputies—a 
lay, not an ecclesiastical, body—and the 
Board represents every shade of Orthodox 
beliefs and practices and, equally, the 
Reform and kiberal Synagogues as well as 
non-religious Jewish institutions. Magnani- 
muity, it has been said, is the greater part of 
political wisdom. The Board would have 
grown im stature had it exhibited a mag- 
nanimity towards a small group of Jews. 
several of whom have an unrivalled record 
of Jewish social and philanthropic service in 
the wider community as a whole. 


We trust that the question will again be 
brought before the Board on a future occa- 
sion, perhaps in another form, and that more 
statesmanlike counsels: may prevail. Clause 
45, im its present form, seems to be u/ira 
vires. The proper and the complete mean- 
ing of Clause 44—to which Mr. BB. 
LIEBERMAN referred—deserves to be exam- 
ined and elucidated. Meanwhile. it is 
earnestly to be hoped that—in spite of the 
letter from Mr. Basi. and Mr. 
Ben Moss, printed on another page—the 
Liberal Synagogues will not secede from the 
Board and that the Board’s vote last Sunday 
will not deflect any Liberal Jew from com- 
munal work. Now, more than ever. does 
the unity of Anglo-Jewry need to be pre- 
served. Now, more than ever, is not Liberal 
Judaism better than no Judaism at all, and, 
as Dr. Hertz so wisely said, “ religious 
difference” better than “ religious in- 
difference”? There is more at stake than 
legalistic or constitutional interpretations 


The whole future of Anglo-Jewry is affected 
by this dispute. 


SHECHITA 


SEVERAL reports in this and recent issues 
of THe Jewish CHRONICLE on the subject of 
Shechita indicate the continuing importance of 
the subject. Matters not only of technical con- 
cern but of wide public interest were discussed at 
this ‘week's meeting of the London Shechita 
Board. One of these was the question of the 
supply of kasher meat to new butchers. and it 


must be hoped that the agreement that has now - 


been reached with the Ministry of Food will safe- 
guard Orthodox interests. Another question 
ransed was that of the deplorable state of affairs 
attaching to the supply of kasher poultry, and 
the President himself. Mr. Isaac 1 ANDAU, 
referred to the “ scandal” in this matter. One 
member suggested that the price control on 
poultry was likely to be removed, and housewives 
everywhere will be concerned about the-con- 
sequences in that contingency. It is a pity that 
the statement was not elaborated or confirmed. 
in view of its importance. Meanwhile, the direct 
action successfully taken by the Jewish women 
of Glasgow on the question of poultry has won 
general approval. Our Leeds Correspondent 
reports, on page 14 of this issue, some forthright 
remarks made.at the local Jewish Representative 
Council by a woman speaker, who rightly pro- 
tested against the difficulties experiended by the 
less wealthy evens a the community in obtain- 
ing kasher poultry afl other requirements. The 
question of Shechita vitally affects the religious 
welfare of Anglo-Jewry, since congregations 
frequently need a Minister who will combine his 
synagogal duties with those of Shochet. This 
was an aspect which came to the fore in the 
Jewish Memorial Council's recent conference on 
the needs of the smaller Provincial communities. 
It also occasioned a discussion, which is reported 
on page 5, at this week's meeting of the Council 
of Jews’ College, regarding the teaching of 
Shechita. The Shochet must be a man of educa- 
tion in Jewish law, and if there is room for 
attention to the cultural and theoretical side of 
Shechita in classes at Jews’ College, then the idea 
is to be encouraged. On this same subject of

LESSONS OF WARSAW GHETTO 


JewisH people everywhere—ani ip mow 
civilised couniries some of their non-Jewish 
friends—this week commemoraicd the sixth 
anniversary of the Battle of the Warsaw Ghetto 
Because of what has happened since to millions 
of Jews on the Continent of Europe ind because 
of the re-establishment of the Stite Of Israel 
these six years have been perhaps the most evens 
ful in the history of our people. Bui noth 
will in the slightest degree dim the memory 
the Ghetto fighters. That memory 
sacred as long as the Jew, as long as man him 
continues to cherish the ideals of |iberty and 
freedom. For by rising against Germas 
tyrant, with unexampled courage. this handful of 
unarmed Jews did not thus act simp!) to cave 
their own lives, which they well knew could ng 
be saved, but demonstrated to the world that th 
Jew could strike a blow for freedom not jug 
his own freedom but that of others. lhe pre 
sence last Sunday of Sir HARTLEY Srswcross 
and Sir Davip MAXWELL FYFE, amone other 
at the Warsaw memorial meeting in the Adelphi 
Theatre, London, was evidence of Christian 
appreciation of the heroic deeds of the Ghetto 
fighters as well as a tribute to the qualii, of the 
Jewish people, whose sons in their hundreds of 
thousands have fought and died on the battle 
fields in the name of humanity ercat ideah 
Incidentally, Sir HARTLEY also testified publicly 
to the fact that “six million lews wer 
put to death” by the Germans As 
one who represented Britain at the Nurem 
berg trials, he had ample opportunity to 
collect evidence to that effect. And he 
issued a significant and timely warning that 
despite the tragic lesson many even in this 
country still persist in preaching the odious doe 
trines by which the Nazis rose to power and 
brought so much suffering on the world 
It is ironic that while in London non-Jews 
attended a meeting to commemorate the allen, 
Germans in Vienna, as reported by our corres 
pondent on another page, laughed and mocked 
when a Polish film portraying the death camp of 
Auschwitz was being shown im a local cinema. 
It may well be assumed that in the audiences 
midst were some Germans who might have taken 
part in perpetrating the very crimes the him 
depicted. Moreover, there were, no doubt. also 
their sons and daughters, whom the Allies - who 
are still in control of Vienna—might have helped 
to educate to a better tradition. That they have 
apparently failed to do so is a measure of the 
difficulty of the task.

The Movement in England 


Zionism in England, 1899-1949. By 
Paut Goopman. Zionist Federation. 5s.

NE of the tasks of the historian is 

to evaluate the qualities and 

nature, as well as to try to dis- 
cover the motives, of those who are 
the actors in the drama of the events 
being recorded, I believe that Mr. 
Paul Goodman would be the first to 
admit that in his short book—or 
would it be more accurate to call it 
essay has attempted nothing 
more than to set down a record of 
events during the SO years of the 
growth and development of the Zionist 
movement in this country. 

He has brought up to date the valu- 
able account of Zionism in England, 
which he published in 1929. Although 
the earlier part of the book has been 
left entirely in its original form, # makes 
useful re interesting re-reading in the 
light of all that has happe in the 
intervening years. 

in “A Study in History,” Professor 
Toynbee argues that the character of the 
growth and development of the social 
group is in d@ifect ratio to the quality 
and volume of the challenge to its nature 
and existence. The Jewish people ar 
an illustration of this thesis. Two 
thousand years of éxile and persecution 
have deepened and intensified their pas- 
sion for their return to Israel. cir 
yearnings for independence and self-ex- 
pression, growing and multiplying in the 
years of their wanderings, have by them- 
seives produced the Messianic period into 
which Jews are now entering. Hundreds 
of thousands of immugrants are stream- 
ing back to Israel, as the Prophets have 
foretold. To the Jews of the world Israei 
being redeemed. 

In the last half-century British Zionism 
played an important rdle in translating 
and directing the emotional qualities in 
Briiish Jewry into Zionist effort. The 
value of Mr. Goodman's essay is thal to 
those who know little about the Zionist 
movement in Britain it is a concise yet 
comprehensive guide to the personalities 
who succeeded in achieving this result. 
To those of “us who have been wedded 
to the Zionist cause over a great many 
years, it is no sess valuable, for it is a 
reminder of the fact that what has been 
achieved was no easy victory, but was 
ihe frun of a tong and bitter struggle. 


Early Days 


The author brings out the importance 
of the’ two decisive victories gained by 
British Zionists in the early days of the 
movement. The first, the rejection of the 
Uganda offer. The second; the triumph 
of the practical Zionisis over the polhti- 
cal. The former maintained the con- 
tinuity of Jewish hisiory. the latter gave 
positive form to Zionist work and propa- 
ganda. 

These batiles, which were the reflec- 
uons of the struggles in the world move- 
ment, were fought over the body of 
Zionism. On the one side were the suc- 
cessors of the Chovevi Zion and their 
adherents; on the other were equally sin- 
cere Jews ready to grasp al any oppor- 
tunity to save the Jewish body, even 
though it might be at the cost of the 
soul of Jewish life and tradition. 

In many readers, the book will evoke 
a nostalgic mood. It will bring many 
recollections of the carly struggles, the 
clush of personalities, the stimulating cut 
and thrust of debate, and, above all, the 
grea; friendships which were born, and 
which blossomed in the climate of the 
fellowship of the Zionist movement. 

Your reviewer would like to add that, 
in recording the services of the many 
personalities who played their part in 
British Zionism.: Mr. Goodman has said 
all joo littl of his own share in the 
responsibility of guiding and directing the 
movement. During the half-century 
under review, he and his wife gave un- 
sparingly of their own gifts and effort. 

ev contribuied much towards the 
realisation of the dreams of our early 
years. 

Finally, Mr. Goodman in his many 
nholable contributions to Anglo-Jewish 
hustory has shown that his skill as a his- 
forian is unquestioned. There is no one 
more competent than he to undertake the 
importamt and interesting task of writing 
a comprehensive history of the Zionist 
movement in Great Britain

PRESIDENT WEIZMANN’S AUTOBIOGRAPHY 
XVI—Looking to the Future 


WRITE this on the day followi 
the historic decision of the United 
Nations. 

As the year 1947 draws to a close, the 
Jewish people, and particularly the 
Zionists, face a very great challenge. 
Before another year is over we must 
found a Jewish State: we must prepare 
& constitution, set a Government, 
organise our defences. and begin to re- 
construct the present National Home so 
as to make it capable of absorbing. 
according to the plan, some 6,000 to 8, 
immigrants a month. 

This last item alone is a tremendous 
task, Nor is it by any means solely a 
question of finance. It is proper to ask 
whether we have all the men needed for 
our task. Without wishing to reflect on 
the men who have carried the burden 
hitherto, I believe we would do well not 
only to seek financial assistance from the 
American Jews, but to draw on the 
human resources of this country. There 
arc many young people sympathetic to 
the movement who have had vast ex- 
perience in running important state ser- 
vices, and who are willing to help. There 
are numbers of such persons in England. 


Feeling our Way 

A great deal will also depend on the 
constitution. It would be regrettable if 
the constitution of the new republic were 
to be fashioned in the image of that of 
the Zionist Organisation. The latter is 
based on the principle of proportionate 
representation, which necessarily leads to 
the existence of a great many parties. We 
must try to avoid a repetition of the elec- 
tions to the Vaad Leumi —the representa- 
tive body of Palestinian Jewry hitherto. 
1 think it would be sounder to have a 
constitution like the American, or almost 
no constitution, ike the British, at any rate 
for the beginning, and to feel our way 
for the first few years before laying down 
hard and fast rules 

But all these matterg, whether in the 
realm of finance or of constitutional ar- 
rangements, really deal with the externals 
of the situation. As the State is merely 
a means to an end, ti is necessary to 
envisage the end: or. to change the figure. 
the State is merely a vessel into which the 
contents still have to be poured. and it is 
necessary to know what the contents are 
likely to be. 

Now the first clement in such contents, 
and in my opinion the very lifeblood of a 
Stable society. is justice; and not merely 


as aff abstract principic, but as carried out 
im the law courts and by the judiciary. It 
must be quick, & must not be expensive— 
so that everyone has access to it—and it 
must be equal for everyone. There must 
not be one law for the Jew and another 
for the Arab. We must stand firm by 
the ancient principle enunciated in our 
Torah: “One law and one manner shall 
be for you and for the stranger that 
sopourneth with you.” I am certain that 
the world will judge the Jewish State by 
wihtat « will do with the Arabs, just as 
the Jewish people at large will be judged 
by what we do or fail to do in this State 
where we have been given such a wonder- 
ful opportunity after thousands of years 
of wandering and suffering.

that it will no doubt be the sensation of 
the century, and both our friends and our 
enemmes—the latter more than the former 

will be watching us carefully. Palestine 
has always been a powerful sounding 
board; i will become much more so 
when the Jewish State has been formed. 
Our security will to a great extent depend 
not only on the armies and navies which 
we can create, but on the mternal moral 
stability of the country. which will in 
turn imfluence its external political 
stability. 

But justice, though the first, is only. one 
of the elements in the contents of the 
State. We shall be faced with an important 
reform in the whole system of education. 
and particularly in our elementary and 
secondary schools. 

Our technical and higher education has 
to be brought up to date and cxpanded 
with the new needs of the State. We shall 
need railway engineers, harbour engineers, 
and shipbuilders. We shall now have the 
opportunity of introducing new industries 
to this end we must enlarge greatly the 
available technical skill, mecreasing i In 
quantity and improving it in quahty and 
efficiency 

Palestine will have to pfoduce quality 
goods; only m this way can # compete 
with larger and more powerful countrics 


which swamp the market wih mass- 


rich quickly by producing shabby stuff 
which may find an initial sale, particularly 
in backward countries; but this sort 

production corrupts the producer, who in 
the end becomes unable to improve Inm- 
self, and remaims on a low level m the 
industrial world. Therefore integrity in 
commercial and industrial relations, effi- 
ciency, and the desire to produce the best 
and the most beautiful. ace ihe essential 
props on which a great industry can be 

it even im a small country. 

Happily, we have made an cxcellent 
beginning in our agricultural colonisation. 
1 believe we have, through our system of 
land nationalisation and co-operatives, 
avoided many mistakes from which ok 
and powerful States suffer in thew 
economy to-day. We have no “ poor 
whites,” and we also have no feudal 
landiords. We have a healthy, intelligent, 
educated small holder, who cultivates his 

nd intensively, in a scientific way, 
ble to extract sustenance im a - ey 
fashion from a comparatively small plot, 
have a house and hearth, and even econo- 
mise a littl for a rainy day. | would 
only like to add that if I had to begin 
my life over again, and educate my child- 
ren again, | would perhaps emulate the 
example of our peasants in Nahalal or 
Daganiah. 


Establishing a Balance 


' There is now an opportunity to acquire 
more land, create more and more of these 
settlements. and establish again a sort of 
balance between the town and the village. 
Civilisation is based more on the village 
and on God's earth than on the town, 
however attractive certain features of our 
town life may be. It is in the quiet nooks 
and corners of the village that the 7.

THE JUDEAN SCROLLS 


Ii—Text of the 


Book of Isaiah_ 


By Dr. M. WALLENSTEIN (Semitics Dept.. Manchester University) 


In last week's issue, Dr. Wallenstein 
described ‘the remarkable find by 
Beduin in a Judgan cave of centuries- 


old scrolls which were found to.contain 


Hebrew writings. 

ET us turn to* each individual 
scroll. As we have seen, they are 
eleven in number. but three out 

of the six purchased by Professor 
Sukenik may be considered one on 
account of their common subject 
matter. and, as we shall presently see, 
he has rightly named them “The Scroll 
of Thanksgivings.” Of the five Syrian- 
owned ones, two have proved to 
belong to one original scroll called 
“The Sectarian Document.” Thus 
the eleven scrolls are reduced to eight. 

Only two out of the four owned by the 

Hebrew University have been unfolded. 
The other two, being in a brittle state, 
still await the same process. The two 
unfolded ones, of which Professor 
Sukenik recently published a few frag- 
ments in his “ Megillot Genuzot, are: 

(a) Milhemet Bené ‘Or  bi-Bhené 


This scroll does aot bear the name of 
its author, but this may be due, as 
Sukenik rightly points out, to the scroll's 
deficiency towards its end, for, as is well 
known. Ben-Sira, for instance, piaced his 
name as author at the end of his book. 
Similarly. there i no name attached to 
the scroll itself. Sukenik calls ut, how- 

ver, Mithemet Bené ‘Or _ bi-Bheneé 
Joshech The War of the Children of 
Light against the Children of Darkness *’) 
a title drawn from the first line of the first 
page. where the warring parties are so re- 
ferred to. There is no indication of the 
date of its composition, but Sukenik is 
inclined to attribute this copy to the 
period preceding the destruction of the 
Second Temple (about 40 c.e£.). It con- 
tains 19 columns, of about 17 lines each. 


Light v. Darkness 
The text tells us how the “ Children of 
Light "—that is, the “sons of Levy and

These vert or were found folded separately 
and not rolled up one in the other, as 
was the case with the other MSS. Time 
has deak sorrily with this scroil: few 
parts of it are quite destroyed, while 
other parts are covered with a thin dark 
layer of clay, making u difficult to read 
the words underneath. Because of the 
damage, it is difficult to say how many 
hnes there were in cach of the original 
columns... Many of them here have 39 
lines, although originally they probably 
had more. The scribe seems to have 
known his work well. His handwriting is 
neat and exact, although not so neat and 
exact as that of the scribe of Milhemet 
Unlike the latter text, there is not always

SALFORD TEACHERS

The small group in the Salford Educa- 
tion Commuitice who, two years ago, suc- 
ceeded in depriving the Manchester and 
Salford Communal Council of representa- 
tion, have now succecded in limiting to 
three a year the number of days 
teacher of the Jewish faith may take 
for observance of the Holy-days.

Despite this, the sub- 
ject #as pursued im and out of sub- 
committees for nearly three months, 
though always kept away from the City 
Counc] until the final clash with the 

organisations.

Preserving Jewish Unity

Sin,—1 hope Professor Samson Wright's 
garrow and materialistic outlook upon 

eseni-day Zionism will be condemned 
by the overwhelming majority of Zionists. 
As | understand him, now that the State 
of Isracl has been established, his Zionism 
has come to an end, and he proposes, 
instead, to form a philanthropic society 
of “Friends of Israel,” who will help 
19 finance the ~ ingathering of the 
exiles.” presumably on charitable lines 
like the Joint Distribution Committee of 

red. 

clicve that most Zionists will agree 
that Zionism in the past has never been 
merely a State-building movement, in 
spite of the wording of the Basle pro- 
gramme—I feel sure that Zionism as 
merely a benevolent charitable organisa- 
tion will not appeal to Zionists either at 
present or in the future. 

By failing to recognise that the Basle 
programme was only a means to an end 
and not the end in itself, Professor 
Wright has taken the soul out of the 
Zionist movement. It is quite true that 
pogroms, anti-Semitism, and Nazi gas- 
chambers, together with the intransigence 
of the British Government in regard to 
Jewish immigration into Palestine, have 
accelerated the demand for a _ Jewish 
Sate. To the early pioneers, however, 
and to the Chalutzim of to-day. the 
esiablishment of the State of Israel has 
a spiritual, idealistic aspect, which I 
believe is the secret of the miracles 
ach eved by the Yishuv in Israel. 

The essence of Zionist ideology is the 
recognition of the unity of the Jewish 
people all over the world. The estab- 
lishment of the State of Israel has meant 
that politically the Jews in Israel are 
separated frem Jews living in other coun- 
tries. But politically Jews living in any 
other country were separated from Jews 
wn other countries, even before the estab- 
lishment of the State of Isracl. So we 
are faced with no new probiem on that 
wore. Apart from this political frag- 
mentation, which is mainly geographical, 


Jews all over the world—and that in- 
cludes Israel—are one People with, by 
and large, a common ancestry, a common 
historic past, similar customs, the same 
religion, the same Torah. the same 
Feasts and Festivals, and. we Zionists 
hope, will be united in the future by a 
common Hebrew civilisation. 

The fact that there is a political State 
of Israel, and that consequently the Jews 
in Israel now constitute a nation in the 
Political sense like any other nation 
simply means that at least in one country, 
in their ancestral home, the Jews have 
achieved normality, and are grouped 
politically in the same way that other 
nations are grouped, i.c., with full politi- 
cal sovercignty. 

The majority of Jews will, I believe. 
continue to live outside the State of Israel. 
and will continue to carry out all their 
obligations to the full as Englishmen. 
Frenchmen, Americans. etc. Politically 
they will continue to be members of the 
nations among whom they dwell, and 
will continue to take their full share in 
their national life But they will still 
all be Jews, whether they live in Israel. 
intend to setile in Israel. or ate content 
to remain where they are. Politically 
they will be divided as heretofore: in 
every other way, however, they will con- 
tinue to be one people, which. for want 
of a better term, I would call a “ Hebraic- 
ethnic group.” A strange concept, per- 
haps, but, then, -the Jews are a strange 
people. 

What is a Zionist to-day? One wh? 
believes in the unity of the Jewish people, 
who believes in the preservation of the 
identity of all Jews outside Israel, and 
who will assist, in every way open to 
him, the establishment of the State of 
Israel, because he believes that a healthy 
State of Isracl will result in a spirituai 
renaissance, a reawakening of a Hebraic 
consciousness, and a regeneration of the 
Hebraic civilisation of the Jewish people. 
Zionism will continue to be the greatest 
bulwark against the assimilation and dis- 
integration of the scattered Jews of the 
world in the future as it was in the past. 

The real work of Zionist societies is 
now about to begin.

FUND-RAISING IN 
SYNAGOGUES 


Appeal Method Deplored 
To the Editor of Tus Jewrsu Curonicte 
From Dr. K. SAMES 


Sin, —After any appeal for a worthy 
cause there must be a day of reckoning, 
and all the incomings must be compared 
si by side against all the outgoings. 
We have had, within a few months, two 
occasions on which Yom Tov has been 
selected for making an appeal in the 
synagoguc for funds for Isracl, two occa- 
sions when a public holiday has coincided 
with Yom Tov, two occasions on which 
the synagogues should have been crowded 
to capacity with joyous worshippers, 
freed from business and professional ties, 
come to pray to the God of their fathers 
in the appointed places. . 

Doubtless, much moncy was promised 
during the auctioneering periods devoted 
to this purpose on these two occasions, 
but | wonder how much more was col- 
lected by these procedures than would 
have been accumulated by more orthodox 
processes. Assuming that it was more, 
and not less, | wonder whether the differ- 
ence put on one side of the balance sheet 
outweighs or even balances all the dis- 
advantages of the methods employed, 
because it must not be forgotten that 
there are very many objections and 
objectors to these methods. Surely 
we must remember the not wunim- 
portant disadvantage that many who, 
if approached by universally estab- 
lished methods, would have given accord- 
ing as they are able, gave nothing on the 
second day of Passover because, having 
previously experienced these types of 
appeals, they deliberately stayed away 
from the synagogue on a Yom Tov which 
fell on a public holiday. Rather than 
compete with the other residents of their 
neighbourhood as to who could call out 
the largest sum of moncy, they preferred 
to Inde their financial madequacies within 
the four walls of their own houses. We 
should not drive people away from the 
synagogue because of their lack of 
money 

This ts but one practical consideration ; 
what of the moral side ? Does the end 
always justify the means? Let us not 
blind ourselves to the fact that these 
methods of raising money were chosen 
on the psychological basis that having 
heard the sums called out or otherwise 
promised by their associates and neigh- 
bours, people are virtually shamed into 
nving more than they might otherwise 
given, 

A generation or so ago, idealists might 
have doubted whether good could come 
from money thus collected: used to be 
considered a heinous transgression to 
“ spill a person's blood “ publicly. Now 
we are much less sentimental. We are ali 
quite sure that whatever the manner 
whereby moncy 1s accumulated, its spend- 
ing power remains unaltered. Even so, 
let us all reconsider whether we are doing 
right to use a House of God in such a 
manner, and in desécrating the purity and 
godliness of the synagogue by the intro- 
duction of these methods of questionable 
integrity.

Sixr,—Synagogal authorities have, no 
doubt, already considered their position 
in relation to the Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1947, and are aware that 


“under Section 8&5 of the Act owners of 


property held on charitable trusts can, in 
certain circumstances, claim exemption 
from development charges. In that event, 
such authorities would be precluded from 
making a claim on the £300,000,000 fund 
set aside by His Majesty's Government to 
compensate owners of land for the loss 
of development rights. 

If synagogal authorities have not yet 
their position, it is essential 
that they do so immediately, and in this 
connection they will no doubt wish to 
consult their professional advisers. 

The National Council of Social Service 
has issued a short description of the pro- 
visions of Section 85 of the Act, and 
synagogal authoritics are advised to 
obtain a copy, price 6d., from this Com- 
mittee, whose address is 26, Bedford 
Square, London, W.C.1. 

Synagogal authorities are reminded that 
where it ts proposed to lodge a claim on 
the global fund referred to, this claim 
must be lodged with the Central Land 
Board of their particular district by June 
30, 1949. The Central Land Boerd are 
also available to give advice on problems 
arising out of the levying of development 
charees.

Fish Pudding With Caper Sauce 
Cooked fish, 1 Ib.; cooked rice, 1 
breakfastcupful; margarine, 07Z.; 
capers, 1 tablespoonful; c pars- 
ley, 1 tablespoonful; half a lemon; | 

- salt and pepper. 

EMOVE skin and bone from the fish 
and flake it finely. Mek the margarine 
and mix all ingredients thoroughly, using 
the grated rind and juice of the iemon.

was defeated by 78 voices to &. The 
Board then proceeded to deal with its 
finances, and when, in the course of the 
discussion, the Treasurer, Mr. B. B. 
LieBeRMAN (Cricklewood). speaking of 
the composition of the Board. mentioned 
the Liberal Synagogue, the Liberal Jewish 
Deputies cried: “ No more,” and walked 
out in indignation. 

Before Lady Hartog moved her amend- 
ment, the President recalled that two 
years ago the question arose of bringing 
an action for mandamus. The President 
had been asked to nominate a legal 
adviser, which hé did. But nothing had 
happened. Now the matter had come up 
again. 

After the adjournment. on March 20. 
the President continued, opinion had been 
taken from eminent counsel as to whether 
an action tor mandamus could he of an 
use, and he had been informed that pove 
an action could not succeed because the 
Act of Parliament of 1836 put it upon the 
Presidemt of the Board to certify to 
the Registrar-General in regard to the 
appointment of a Marriage Secretary for 
any synagogue. It was a matter for dis- 
cretion, and on a matter of discretion 
mandamus could not be involved. 


Private Bill 


Ihe. only other method that was 
thought available was that of a Private 
Bill, and he was asked to find out what 
aciion the Chief Rabbi might take if this 
Or any other action were undertaken by 
the representatives of the Liberal Syna- 
gogue. 

He had, said Dr. Brodétsky. discussed 
the matter with the Chief Rabbi. In the 
meanwhile, another form had occurred to 
him which, he thought, Orthodox Jews 
woukd not object to being adopted by the 
Board as an amendment 

In this form it was suggested that (1) 
the President of the Liberal Synagogue 
might write to the President of the Board 
and say that in accordance with the Act of 
1836 that $y consisied of Persons 


professing the Jewish religion, adding 
the words “in the Liberal form,” which 
would not make any difference to the 
Registrar or to the law because it was a 


purely internal matter: (2) the commun:- 
cation which was sent by the President to 
the Registrar-General might be worded in 
such a form as to allow this: (3) the 
marriage certificate might be so con- 
structed that it was quite clear that the 
marrage referred to was, in fact. a mar- 
mn accordance with Liberal. Judaism 
and could not in any way be mistaken as 
referring to an Orthodox marriage—al the 
word Liberal” were included in the 
marrage certificate; and (4) the text of 
the marriage certificate, in which it was 
stated that the marriage had taken place 
im connection with usages of the Jews. 
might have the word “ Liberal” put in 
front of the word “* Jews.” 

That. said the President. was how the 
changed term of the amendment arose. 

There were also two proposals by him 
—One was that the Secretary should sign 
himself as Secretary of such-ang-such a 
Liberal Synagogue, and about this there 
was no difficulty. The second proposal 
related to whether the marriage certificate 
could refer to the usages of the Liberal 
Jews. This latter proposal, however, was 
nom in accordance with the law. But, 
nevertheless. on the marriage certificate, 
the word “ Liberal “’ was bound to occur, 
and this must be taken into account in 
dealing with the new amendment pro- 
posed by Lady Hartog

Talks with Registrar-General 


The President referred to discussions 
which they had had with the Registrar- 
General's Office, and read extracts trom 
letters, one of which made it clear that 
in the case of any form of Jewish 
marriage the appropriate wording in the 
marriage entry was “according to the 
rites and ceremonies of the Jewish 
religion.” 

The attitude of the Chief Rabbi in 
regard to the aliered amendment, said the 
President, was that the decision he gave 
against the original form of the amend- 
ment applied equally to the amendment 
in its present form. 

Lady Hartog said that in the altered 
form of the amendment an attempt had 
been made to try to meet the Chiet 
Rabbi's objections. His main objection 
was that he thought that any change 1 
Clause 45 of the Constitution would have 
the eflect of giving “ a wrongful and mus- 
leading impression that Liberal Congrega- 
tions. in the performance of marriages, 
conform to authoritative Jewish law.’ 

As a result of the altered words in their 
amendment, she went on, there could be 
no confusion between ceremonies which 
were conducted in Liberal Synagogues 
and ceremonies conducted according to 
authoritative Jewish law. 

Essentially, contended Lady Hartog, 
this was a civil and not a rehgious 
matter: a question not of doctrine but 
of machinery, as had been pointed out 
by Dr. Webber. Under the Act of Parha- 
ment. a procedure had been laid down for 
the registration of Jewish religious mar- 
riages (as distinct from civil marriages in 
a registry office where the registrar was 
there on the spot). For the appointment 
of a Jewish marriage secretary, a certin- 
cate. was..kequired under the Act, not 


from any coclesiastical, but from the lay 
head, the President of the Board of Depu- 
ties, certifying that the applicants 
longed {tO a synagogue of persons 
professing the Jewish rehgion. 

Liberals, in trying to meet the objec- 
tions of those opposed to them, hod 
asked the Registrar-Gencral whether the 
words “in the Liberal form” could be 
added to the prescribed phrase, “ profes- 
sing the Jewish religion,” on certificates 
given in the case of Liberal Synagogues. 

The Registrar-General, after taking 
legal advice, had said that it would not 


be in order under the terms of the 
Statute. But there was also another sen- 
tence: “ that the certificate 


as as 
was in accordance with the Act. we would 
not regard it as part of our duty to go 
imto the merits of the question whether 
the President was justified in issuing it.”’ 

In other words, she said, it was im- 
material to the Registrar<secneral in what 
particular kind of synagogue the marriage 
took place. 


“In the Liberal Form ” 


The other condition was that the 
secretary must cerirfy that the ceremony 
was conducted “ according to the frites 
and ceremonies of the Jewish religion.” 
Agam was. asked if “in the Liberal 
form” could be added, and again. after 
taking legal advice, the answer was that 
in the Registrar-General’s view this word- 
ing Was appropriate “in any form of 
Jewish marrage.” 

Ihe crucial point that had arisen as a 


result of the deputation. said Lady 
Hartog, was that up to the present it 


appeared that the certificate given by the 
President of the Board had merely said : 
“| certify that so-and-so is the secretary 
of such-and-such a synagogue.” In 
future, owing to the questions which had 
now been raised, each certificate must 
have it stated on it that the synagogue 
‘48 a synagogue of persons professing the 
Jewish rehgion.”” This had becomethe 
real issue 

“ Are we Liberals, for the purpose - of 
the Act and in the eves of the law, per- 
professing the Jewish religion, or 
are we not she asked. 

That was always the ultimate issue. as 
the late Dr. Hertz recognised Now it 
had become the immediate issuc which 
the Board had to face. 

“ Rejection of the amendment, 
declared Lady Hartog, “ will mean that 
the Board of British Jews desire publicly 
to proclaim that Liberal Jews are not 
persons professing the Jewish rehgion 
But I challenge the Board to declare tha! 
our Liberal Rabbis who ministierT in our 
Liberal Synagogues. who perform our 
Liberal marriages, are hot persons profes- 
sing the Jewish rehgion.”

Dr. Geornck Wepeer (Hampstcad Gar- 
den Suburb) said that the issue was “ Do 
the Liberal Synagogues consist of per- 
sons professing the Jewish religion? © 
if the Chief Rabbi had written a letter 
saying that in his judgment the Liberal 
Jews did not consist of persons professing 
the Jewish religion, he would have had 
the grcatcst difficulty in supporting this 
amendment But the Chief Rabh had 
not said this of set purpose, and he had 
chosen hts words.

Mr. Lionet Conen (United Synagoguc) 


and others asked the President if the 
letter could be read again.

(Adath Yisroel) 
had spoken, Mr. Isaac Lanpau (United 
Synagogue) declared: “We would be 


guilty of an act of great religious intoler- 
ance if we refused to give effect to Lady 
Hartog’s amendment.” 

Dr. B. Homa, L.C.C. (Spitalfields 
Great), said that there was fast develop- 
ing in the community a state of chaos 
The Chief Rabbi had given a ruling that 
the amendment would be totally un- 
acceptable from the point of Jewish law. 
Clause 44 of the Constitution said that 
they shall be guided as a Board (on 
religious matters) by the decision of the 
Ecclesiastical authorities. 

Mrs. A. J. Conen (Union of Jewish 
Women) asked: “Are we not inconsistent 
as Deputies if we admit Liters! Syna- 
gogues to representation and then say 
*You are not Jews, and you do not 


profess the Jewish religion)’ 

Mr. B. B. Lieberman quoted Clauses 
1 and 44 of the Constitution in order, be 
said, to show that their effect was not that 
claimed by Dr. Homa. 

“I am of the opinion.” declared the 
President, “that Liberal Jews are as 
entitled as any other section of Jewry to 
take advantage of the opportunities grven 
by Act of Parhament in regard to 
marnages.”” 

He had, he added, to act in accordance 
with the decision of the Board, and 
asked: “ Does Jewish religion mean the 
Jewish religion, or does it mean Jewish 
region in the various forms in which 
Jews like to practise it?” 

The closure was moved and carried. 

Dealing with the financial position of 
the Board and matters arising therefrom. 
Mr. B. B. Licherman, the Treasurer, said 
that he saw from Twe Jewrsn 
that he was not alone in being concerned 
about their financial situation.

Obituary 
MR. JANKEL ADLER 


The death occurred at Aldbourne, 
Sussex, on Monday, of Mr. Jankel Adier, 
the well-known expressionist painter. He 


was 54. 

Jankel Adler was born in Lodz, and 
achieved in Poland a reputation as an 
important artist and 
Jewish publications. vi ; 
in Diisseldorf, where he 
remained until 1933, afterwards working 
in Paris and London. 

When Adle? exhibited at the Lefevre 
Gallery, London, two years ago, THE 
Jewish CHRONICLE aft critic wrote: 
“ Adler's line is easy and rhythmic, his 
colour sense calm and sometimes softly 
luminescent, his compositional patterning 
often delicate, but his ideas, expressed in 
formulae ranging from the simple abstrac- 
tions euphemustically labelled * still lifes ° 
to the claborate and involved paintings 
in which more recognisable physical 
forms take on the burden of argument, 
read a difficult modernist lesson which 
transports us into an almost too rarefied 
air. 


Mr. SAMUEL GORDON (Johannes- 
burg), 76, was Treasurer of the South 
African Zionist Federation. He was 
one of the founders of the Zionist Move- 
ment in South Africa and had been a 


leading member of the Executive of the 


Zionist Federation for many years. 


Mr. SOLOMON INTRACT (New- 
castic), 65, was for more than 30 rs 
the representative of the Jesmond Syna- 
gogue on the Newcastle Board of Guar- 
dians. Mr. H. Samuels writes: “ With 
his brother, Josep Intract, he founded 
the Joc! Intract Memorial Home for 
Aged Jews. Sunderland. He was greatly 
interested in the future of farming in 
Israc!; and he made many gifts of agri- 
cultural machinery to the Bacthad Farm, 
Thaxted. As far as is known he was the 
only Jew engaged in the agricultural 
machinery disiribuffon trade in Great 
Britain. He was a very popular figure 
in Northern farming circles, and heiped 
many farmers with financial assistance to 
tide over bad harvests and other farm- 
ing hazards.” 


Mr. ERIC LUX (Treforest), 51, was a 
well-known member of the Treforest 
(S. Wales) Trading Estate's Jewish Com- 
munity. He was a brilliant metallurgist 
who came to this country m 1938 from 
Prague. He placed several of his in- 
ventions at the disposal of the British 
Government, and produced a special 
alloy of great importance to the Allies 
during the war, which was manufactured 
at the Metal Alloy Factory at Treforest 
Estate. af which he was General Mana- 
ger. Mr. Lux was active in the Jewish 
refugee cause. He was also an accom- 
plished musician and the producer of a 
number of plays. His widow, Mrs. Elsé 
Lux, has produced several ballets at the 
Windsor Place Synagogue Assembly Hal! 
in the cause of charity. 


Mrs. M. RABINOVITCH (Leeds) was 
a Vice-President of the Leeds Ladics’ 
Benevolent Society, with which she had 
been’ identified for over 40 years. A 
tribute, sent on behalf of the Society by 
Mrs. D. Makofski, Hon. Secretary, refers 
to Mrs. Rabinovitch’s indefatigable efforts 
fer charity. 


Rabbi Dr. MICHEL SCHLESINGER 
(Jerusalem), SO, was the founder and 
head of the Yeshiva Qol Torah, Jeru- 
salem. A thesis he wrote was the stan- 
dard work on the Syntax of the Aramaic 
language in the Babylonian Talmud. He 
was formerly a Dayan to the Israelitische 
Religionageadilachalt at Frankfort: Rabbi 
Dr. E. Munk writes: “ His scholarshi 
and piety, founded on the best of alt 
European trends of Orthodoxy, made 
him an outstanding personality.” 


ISAAC SULKIN (London), 55, 
was (writes Ald.

Dr. Weizmann, President of Israel, 
issued the following statement : 
“ America and Israel have sustained an 
irreparable loss. But for both of them 
as for countless men and women 
democratic faith throughout the world, he 
will long continue as a living effective 
voice for good. I have lost one of my 
dearest friends—the Jewish people onc 
of its most illustrious sons.” 

Tributes came to New York from the 
Jewish Communities of many countries.

Return of Lydda 
Demanded

Mr. Moshe Sharett. the Isracli Foreign 
Minister. said. at a Press conference here 
this week, that the Isracli-Transjordan 
armistice agreement was being carried out 
m “an orderly fashion,” and that there 
had been no deterioration in the relations 
between the (wo countries. He admitted, 
however. that the Transjordan members 
of the Jerusalem armistice commission 
had aaee for the return of Lydda and 


amie. 
Despite Mr. Sharett’s statement, obser- 
vers here belicve that there has been 


some deterioration in Israch-Transjordan 
relations since the Egyptian-Transjordan 
treaty was signed in Cairo earlier this 
month. 

The Egyptian and Transjordan dcie- 
gates to the Cairo talks, i is: believed 
here, agreed to press for the restriction 
of Israc! within the partition boundaries 
decided upon by the United Nations. 
Should this plan succeed, Egypt would 
claim the Western Negev and the coastal 
plain, while Transjordan would demand 
the Beersheba, Hebron, Jerusalem. and 
Samaria afeas, leaving Western Galilee 
for the Lebanon 


New Claims 


It was noticeable that afier the con- 
clusion of the Cairo agreement, the 
Transiordan members of both the armis- 
tice COMMissions sci UP in accordance 
with the Rhodes treaty changed their 
They voiced new claims and hinted 
that they were prepared to open the Jeru- 
salem road and resiore water supplies 
only if israel agreed ito withdraw from 
certain areas north-west of Jerusalem. 

Two incidents which occurred in 
Southern Palestine last week also helped 
‘© aggravate the situation. As a result 
of two attacks by armed Arabs, who 
penenes into Israch territory from the 

ransjordap lines, 16 young Israclis lost 
their wes and several others were seri- 
ously wounded. Two men are still miss- 
ing. The first attack was carried out 20 
miles south of the Dead Sea. two miles 
from the Transjordan border: the second 


was r Ben Jibrin. four niles from 
the Arab’ lines in the Hebron area. 

The Isracli Government has made 
strong represeniations to the United 


Nations and to the Transjordan Govern- 
ment ibreatenmng to take siern measures 
unless Transjordan prevents further 
attacks by irregular forces from its terri- 
tory. Israeli troops are at present under- 
taking large-scale mopping-up operations 
in Southern Palestine. 

Our Jerusalem correspondent cables that 
the Israch-Transjordan talks in Jerusalem 
were suspended on Thursday pending the 
outcome of the Lausanne discussions.

It seems that the three Commissioners 
are wenghed down by the presence of 
what they describe as one million refugee 
or destitute Palestinian Arabs. 

The absorption of this million t 
consider a revolutionary threat to eac 
Arab country concerned, and as requiring 
the most careful handling. They no 
longer see a solution in repatriating the 
majority of the Palestine Arabs to their 
old homes, but regard the solving of 
the refugee question as bound up with 
the territorial Settlement, particularly as 
it will affect the future of Lydda and 
possibly also Haifa. 

On the other hand, some of the ex- 
perts attached to the Commission are 
reported here to have arrived at the con- 
clusion that there are about. 400,000 
refugees who require resetiling. and to 
have prepared a practical plan for settling 
them in Syria. 


Economic Pressure | 


The work here is going to be slow, 
whichever way it goes. The Arabs feel 
that the economic pressure on Israel is 
becoming great, and this view is shared 
by many others here. The opinion has 
been expressed by one authoritative non- 
Jewish source that Isracl—if it wants to 
recover——will have to stop further immi- 
gration for a while. But it cannot do 
that. Economic pressure will therefore 
continue to be great. 

Thus the Arabs feel they may gain 
something by going slow. Israel is in 
no position or mood to make conces- 
sions that would speed a settlement. and 
the Commissivn therefore seems inspired 
by a Job-like patience. It believes that 
nt will be able ultimately to make 
recommendations on the internationalisa- 
non of Jerusalem—for which there are 
twenty different plans—for the settlement 
of the refugees, and for other outstand- 
ing problems. . These recommendations 
may be ready for next September's 
General Assembly—but hardly before.
